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The  Purnell  bill  anlnorizin^  an  expe.'iditure  oi  i|v7,C00,00C  to 
control  the  corn  borer  wps  passed  by  tiio  House  of  Representatives 
vVednosd:J.y  April  11,  without  ainendrriont .        The  bill  is  now  before 
the  Cenate  for  coiisideration. 

The  pv.rpcse  of  the  Purnell  bill  according  to  a  statement 
dravm  ap  by  those  interested  in  the  bill  is  to  retard  as    much  as 
possible  spread  of  the  corn  borer.    The  plan  contemplates  compen- 
sating the  farmer  within  such  area  or  areas  as  skall  be  determiiied 
by  the  Secretary  of  A^^riculture  as  necessary  to  retard  such  spread, 
for  extra  labor  necessary  in  the  clean-up  of  the-  cornfields  and  for 
the  State  and  Federal  forces  to  clean  up  aress  v;hich  the  farmers 
fail  to  handle.    It  is  understood  that  such  a  clean-up  to  retard 
spread  would  begin  at  the  thinly  infested  border  and  would  extend 
as  far  bad::  into  the  more  heavily  infestod  area  as  the  money  vrould 
permit. 

Tlio  I'urnell  bill  would  provide  for  a  t':orou^;h  clean-up  dur- 
ing the  fall  of  and  season  of  1929  bc^'iiinintT  with  the  thinly 
infested  oorder  area  and  would  permit  an  early  amouncement  of 
regulations  coverinj  tiie  infested  area  and  protect  the  interests 
of  the  f8.r::iers  in  the  area.     It  includes  a  provision  for  a  clean- 
up in  the  fall  months.    At  that  season  sorie  of  the  most  effective 
v/orlc  carx  bo  doiio  in  properly  harvestin.;;  the  crop,  cleaning  lands 
subject  to  flood,  and  preparing  lancis  for  wheat  and  other  crops.

The  first  Ohio  plo.vinj  contest  hell  near  Iluntsvillo,  Logan  Covuity, 
in  the  interests  of  "better  plowing  for  corn-lDorer  control,  proved  a  huge 
success,    AlDout  2,000  fc.ruors,  their  families  and  friends  from  the  sur- 
rounding countryside  ca..ie  to  watch  the  expert  plovr.uen  r.iatch  their  skill. 
T-.e  contest  v;as  in  charge  of  V/alter  P-luck,  co^ont;''  agricultural  agent  in 
Logan  County,  and  R,  D,  Bardon,  agricultural  engineering  extension  spe- 
cialist . 

Only  fanners  '.vere  allov/ed  to  co.ipete,  co;n:iorcial  oat  fits  ^eing  de- 
"barred  from  participation.    Tjiere  v/ere  throe  divisions  cf  competition: 
One  for  tractor-drav/n  plov/s,  one  for  horse-drav/n  plows  operated  "by  r/o-^xng 
men  "onder  20,  and  one  for  horse-drawn  plows  operated  "b-;  men  over  20.  LIo 
specific  reo^uirements  v/ore  laid  down  for  the  horse-dro/.ni  implements,  all 
t'gpes  of  machines  "being  allowed. 

Frajilc  V/ish,  a  yo-ong  farmer  21  years  of  age  v/on  the  sv/eepstakos , 
taking  the  first  prize  of  sv'SS,  a  gold  medal  giveji  b;-  the  Logan  County  Farm 
bureau,  and  a  large  silver  cup  awarded  "by  the  Ohio  Agricultural  Extension 
Service.    The  cup  will  oe  held  "by  Ilr.  V/ish  for  one  year  and  put  up  for  com- 
petition again  next  year,    Tl-e  vdnner  scored  35  out  of  a.  possi'de  100  points. 

3ach  contestant  v/as  required  to  lay  two  ""backs"  and  finish  one  dead 
f'.irrow,  all  equivalent  to  about  two  and  half  rounds  of  plov/ing.     The  rales 
also  specified  that  each  contestant  must  plow  not  less  than  5  inches  nor 
more  than  8  inches  deep,    Allo\.ing  a  maximam  time  for  each  kind  of  plow- 
ing ov.tfit,  the  ju.dgos  scored  mainly  on  the  quality  of  plowing. 

Fifteen  points  were  allowed  for  a  straight  furrov;  and  :-5  for  confor- 
mation of  the  furrow,  hinging  upon  smoothness  and  even  height  of  the  crown. 
If  weeds  v;ere  well  covered  the  plowman  v;as  given  another  15  points;  20 
points  for  furrows  uniform  in  depth  and  width;  15  points  for  "backfarrov/s 
lov;  and  even,  and  10  points  for  "backfurrows  Siia,llow  and  clean. 

Tiie  use  of  covering  chains  or  wires,  the  set  of  t^e  plow,  the  number 
of  horses  and  the  type  of  hitch,  v/ere  left  to  the  disci-etion  of  the  plov."man. 
Judges  for  the  contest  v;ere:  0,0. Reed  and  J.A.Slipher  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, and  L.D,  I.Iusselman,  Logan  Co-onty  far.,ier. 

The  mucii-denounced  "borer  has  revived  interest  in  good  plov.'ing,  a.n  art 
i'.eld  in  higher  esteem  a  generation  ago  than  now.     Once  upon  a  tine  neighbors 
vied  with  one  another  to  see  v/ho  could  plow  the  straightest  furrov/,  V/ith 
the  advent  of  the  tractor,  interest  in  straight  furrov/s  and  thorough  plow- 
ing was  subordinated  to  interest  in  how  much  plowing  could  be  done  in  a  day. 
Chiefly  ':ecauso  of  the  arrival  of  the  borer,  and  the  importance  of  clean 
plowing  to  control  t;"Lat  'Test,  i!51.io  farmers  are  interested  nov;  in  combining 
thorou^ness  with  speed  in  plov/ing. 
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rOiVELL  SXPLA.I?:S  SITUATION  TO  iluCHIGM  FAravISKS 

Every  farnisr  in  the  coni-corer  infested  arof. 
of  Michiga.n,  has  had  the  corn-borei^  situation  put 
to  hiju  sq-aarcly  in  a  letter  from  Herbert  E.  TcviTll, 
commissioner,  State  department  of  ag-riral  t-are .  Yx , 
Pov/ell  explained  tlie  re.'^.iilation?  in  X'oroe  to  control 
the  corn  borer,  the  luarantire  and  clean-ui''  require- 
ments and  also  the  vi^hole  coni-borer  situation.  A 
fev/  extracts  from  Mr,  Pov/ell 's  letter  follow: 

"In  view  of  the  fr.ct  that  no  Federal  ai-ipropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  farmers  for  extra  work  performed  in  the  control  of  the  Furonean 
corn  borer  will  be  made  for  tlie  year  1928,  the  Federal  -^-.iiA  St^le  offi- 
cials have  decided  that  the  onl^  thinf;  left  for  the/.i  to  do  is  to  handle 
the  situation  in  such  a  maimer  as  to  get  the  best  res  alts  vvitli  t^ie  lim- 
ited amount  of  money  available  from  the  Stnto  appropriation. 

"While  t]iis  department  regrets  tne  fact  that  the  farmers  are  not 
goinfe  to  be  reimbursed  for  the  extra  labor  perf ori-ied,  nevertheless,  we 
realize  tb-at  the  infestation,  especially  in  some  coiuities  in  this  terri- 
tory, has  reached  such  proportions  as  to  make  it  necessary,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  corn  crop,  to  ha\-e  a  thorou£?i  clean-up. 

"It  is  hoped  that  we  can  all  vork  toijether  tjiis  year  and  do  a 
good  job  in  tiie  control  of  the  European  corn  borer."

COURTESY  mOK  SCOUTS 


Last  year  25,104  fields  were  scouted  v/ith  very  few  complaintf5  from 
the  farmers,  speaking  well  for  the  care,  courtesy,  and  tact  of  the  scouts. 

The  first  item  in  the  nales  and  regulations  for  scouting  crews 
given  to  all  scoutrj  engaged  in  corn-borer  work  is  -  - 

"Courteous  and  considerate  treatment  of  employees,  property  owners, 
and  tenants  is  rcqiiiroa  of  all  men  engaged  in  corn-borer  control  work." 

This  i"ule  is  impressed  upoxi  t]ie  men  a,nd  strictly  enforced  by  thone 
in  charge  of  corn-borer  control  v/ork.     vVhen  a  corn  borer  is  found  upon  a 
farm  the  farp.er  is  told  about  it  and  shown  the  specimen  as  soon  as  the 
scouts  have  found  the  borer. 

The  scouts  are  told  not  to  strip  open  oars  of  corn  haphazardly  but 
only  wlien  there  appears  to  bo  evidence  that  a  borer  is  witliin.

If  the  borer  is  j^ot  controlled,  the  effect  v/ill 
be  felt  not  only  by  feeders  of  livestock,  but  also  by  co^nitry  elevators 
in  which  many  farmers  are  interer'ted," 

EXHIBIT  TRUCKS 

The  corn-borer  ejdiibit  tmcks  touring  the  infested  area  have  met 
with  an  enthusiastic  reception  wherever  they  were  shcvm.     These  trucks 
were  built  and  equipped  at  corn-borer  control  headquarters,  Toledo, Ohio, 
and  show  th»  life  history  of  the  corn  borer,  the  damage  it  does  to  the 
cornfields  and  how  to  control  it.    Each  truck  is  in  charge  of  specialists 
from  the  State  agricultuj?al  college  to  explain  the  exliibit. 

In  Indiana,  30,000  people  stopped  to  look  at  the  exhibit  truck  and 
hear  the  story  of  the  boror.     In  Ohio,  14,478  persons  over  12  years  of 
age  went  through  the  truck.    This  v/as  an  average  of  169  at  each  place. 
The  truck  in  Llichigan  visited  eight  coiinties  and  made  110  stops.    A  total 
of  5,406  people  saw  the  exhibit  there  and  talked  vo.th  the  attendants. 
Western  New  York  is  now  the  scene  of  action  and  from  the  picture  looks 
as  though  it  v;ere  successful  there  too.
